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FRATERNITY  REGULATIONS. 

The  following  rules  have  been  drafted  for  the  government  of  Fra- 
ternities by  President  Smith,  of  O.  N,  U. 

"In  order  that  the  question  of  Greek  Letter  Fraternities  in  the 
Ohio  Northern  University  may  be  permanently  settled,  that  they  may 
come  under  recognition  of  the  university,  and  thus  have  a  more 
honorable  standing  than  they  have  at  present,  and  that  their  exist- 
ence may  be  put  under  the  strictest  authority,  we  propose  the  follow- 
ing regulations: 

"First.  That  no  man  shall  be  permitted  to  join  a  fraternity  or 
be  pledged  by  a  fraternity  until  after  he  has  been  here  at  least  two 
school  terms. 

"Second.  That  no  man  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  in  good 
standing  in  a  fraternity  who  does  not  maintain  a  high  standard  of 
scholarship,  perform  all  his  work  with  industry,  and  meet  the  stand- 
ards of  the  L^niversity. 

"Third.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  member  of  a  fra- 
ternity to  bring  intoxicating  liquors  into  a  fraternity  house  or  use 
them  in  any  form  as  a  student  of  the  University. 

"Fourth.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  fraternity  to  permit 
card  playing  within  its  chapter  house   (except  between  terms). 

"Fifth.  That  no  fraternity  shall  permit  dancino;  in  its  chapter 
house  nor  give  dances  or  public  balls  in  the  name  of  the  fraternity 
or  under  its  auspices  in  any  way  whatever  during  college  term.  (Al- 
lowed between  terms). 

"Sixth.  No  fraternity  now  existing  will  be  permitted  to  remain 
in  the  University  as  a  local  fraternity  after  two  years  from  this  date. 

"Seventh.  No  fraternity  will  be  allowed  to  form  an  organization 
which  has  not  first  sought  and  obtained  permission  from  the  Presi- 
dent' and  Faculty  of  the  University. 

"Eighth.  No  fraternity  shall  permit  the  presence  of  women  or 
bring  in  any  woman  or  women  into  their  chapter  house  unless  such 
woman  or  women  come  properly  chaperoned  as  a  mother  or  rela- 
tive, or  unless  it  be  at  some  special  function  of  a  public  nature. 

"Ninth.  That  a  complete  roster  of  officers  and  members  shall  be 
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filed    with    the    auditor    of   the    University    the    first   of   the    second 
week  of  each  new  term. 

"Tenth.  Every  fraternity  will  be  expected  to  co-operate  with  the 
University  authorities  in  every  way  possible  to  advance  the  inter- 
ests of  the  University;  maintain  its  dignity,  honor  and  purity;  and 
in  the  enforcement  of  all  above  regulations."

As  the  meeting  was  informal,  Mr.  Baird  explained  in  a  few  words 
that  its  object  was  to  get  the  editors  acquainted  with  each  other 
and  give  an  opportunity  to  all  to  assist  or  get,  assistance  in  the  line 
of  information  about  fraternity  magazine  problems.  Many  of  the 
daily  worries  of  the  editor  were  given  an  airing  and  doubtless  all 
profited  by  their  attendance  at  the  meeting. 

Many  who  attended  the  editor's  dinner  on  the  night  of  the  1st,  also 
attended  the  conference  held  at  the  University  Club  on  the  2nd.

We  wish  to  thank  all  editors  from  whom  we  receive  exchanges 
for  their  publications  and  express  our  pleasure  in  reading  their 
pages.  It  seems  to  us  that  we  can  notice  a  steady  elevation  in 
both  the  tone  and  the  material  now  appearing  in  Fraternity  maga- 
zines, and  we  prophesy  that  if  college  men  are  loyal  and  read  what 
is  now  found  in  their  Fraternity  publications,  there  will  be  a  similar 
elevation  in  the  tone  and  the  material  of  the  organization  itself. 


The  fourth  edition  of  the  Sorority  Handbook,  by  Ida  Shaw  Mar- 
tin, is  attractive  before  one  opens  its  pages,  for  it  is  neatly  bound, 
well  proportioned  and  clearly  printed,  and  the  plate  of  sorority 
flags  is  also  an  additional  attraction. 

The  editor  has  made  several  classes  by  which  representation  in 
the  Handbook  is  determined,  e.  g..  Class  A  includes  sororities  hav- 
ing one  or  more  chapters  in  institutions,  listed  as  A  colleges,  or  as 
co-educational,  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  This  division 
was  made  necessary  in  order  to  hold  the  book  within  what  the  editor 
believed  to  be  its  natural  scope  and  exclude  small  literary  societies. 
The  Carnegie  Foundation  is  included  among  the  honorary  associa- 
tions. There  is  also  a  statistical  table  and  monthly  study  topics 
that  is  interesting  and  helpful  to  students  of  sorority  work. 

There  are  four  articles  of  value  in  the  book,  "The  Higher  Edu- 
cation of  women,"  "The  Evolution  of  the  Sorority  System."  "The 
]V|ission  of  the  Sorority,"  "Honorary  Societies."  The  last  named 
gives  briefly  interesting  facts  about  the  four  Honorary  Societies  that 
admit  women.  We  commend  the  book  highly  to  those  interested  in 
sorority  and  fraternity  work  as  being  indeed  a  Handbook  and  one 
of  useful  data  for  ready  reference.

The  College  and  Candidate,  a  Vital  Catechism  for  Both 

Many  Salient  Questions  tvhich  the  Student  and  the  College  Should  Ask  Each  Other. 

By  William  DeWitt  Hyde,  President  of  Bowdoin  College 
Reprinted  from  the  New  York  Times. 

Choosing  a  college  and  admitting  students,  like  marrying  and 
giving  in  marriage,  are  too  often  done  thoughtlessly  and  unad- 
visedly. The  student  goes  where  his  friends  have  been;  where  other 
fellows  are  going;  where  his  social  set  thinks  everybody  ought  to  go. 
And  the  college  too  often  welcomes  all  candidates  who  can  pass  the 
examinations  or  bring  the  certificate. 

The  result  on  both  sides  is  about  as  satisfactory  as  the  results  of 
a  lottery  usually  are.  On  the  whole,  both  colleges  and  students  are 
good  enough  to  give  tolerable  results  from  even  such  hap-hazard 
match-making. 

I  sometimes  wonder  whether  either  students  ever  will  choose  their 
college  wisely,  or  colleges  will  select  their  students  with  honest  dis- 
crimination. It  certainly  would  be  a  great  gain  on  both  sides,  for  not 
every  college  is  adapted  to  every  boy,  and  not  every  boy  is  adapted 
to  every  college. 

Wise  selection  would  involve  a  good  many  pretty  "obstinate  ques-

tionings"  on  both  sides.     Perhaps  the  best  way  to  indicate  the  basis 
of  right  choice  would  be  to  formulate  some  of  these  questions: 

The  Student:  "How  large  is  the  college?  Is  it  large  enough  to 
have  all  types  of  mind  represented?  Is  it  small  enough  to  let  the 
individuals  count?" 

The  College:  "How  big  a  man  are  you?  Would  you  command  a 
place  of  leadership  and  responsibility  in  a  group  of  two  hundred, 
or  be  a  mere  unnoticed  and  negligible  unit  in  a  mass  of  a  thousand 
or  more?" 

The  Student:  "Are  your  professors  mainly  great  scholars  with  in- 
ternational reputations  who  lecture  to  large  audiences?  Or  are 
they  mainly  young  and  enthusiastic  teachers  meeting  small  groups 
intimately  by  the  preceptorial  method?" 

The  College:  "Are  your  intellectual  tastes  and  interests  already 
developed  so  that  impersonal  contact  with  a  great  man  at  a  distance 
will  kindle  your  zeal  into  a  steady  flame?  Or  are  you  merely  a  big 
boy  who  wants,  or  for  whom  parents  want,  something  or  other  that 
is  called  an  education?" 

The  Student:  "Are  your  students  rich  and  cultivated;  drawn 
from  the  best  social  circles?  Or  are  they  all  poor  boys  working  their 
way?  Or  do  rich  and  poor  meet  together  on  terms  of  equality  and 
intimacy?" 

The  College:  "Are  you  a  snob  who  needs  to  learn  how  much 
stronger  and  braver  and  better  some  poor  fellows  are  than  the  best 
your  select  circle  can  show?  Or  have  you  had  limited  advantages 
and  need  to  learn  how  wealthy  and  cultivated  fellows  meet  and 
overcome  temptations  you  never  dreamed  of,  and  are  qualified  for 
positions  you  could  never  fill  unless  you  learn  by  association  with 
them  what  they  have  to  teach?" 

The  Student:  "Is  the  tone  of  student  life  in  its  modes  of  recrea- 
tion, in  its  attitude  toward  work,  clean  and  sound  and  earnest?  Or 
is  it  low  and  vulgar  and  flippant?" 

The  College:  "Are  you  able  to  pick  and  choose  and  create  a 
wholesome,  moral  environment  for  yourself?  Or  are  you  weak 
enough  to  be  made  or  unmade  by  the  environment  into  which  you 
happen  to  fall?" 

The  Student:      "How  much   monev  in   endowment   for  teaching. 
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salaries  of  professors,  investment  in  plant,  per  student,  have  you  to 
offer?  On  how  large  an  investment  shall  I  draw  my  share  of  in- 
terest in  return  for  the  tuition  I  pay? 

The  College:  "How  much  intellectual  earnestness  do  you  bring 
with  you  to  indicate  that  you  are  worth  spending  our  resources 
upon?" 

The  Student:  "Who  are  your  graduates?  and  what  sort  of  places 
are  the  men  getting  whom  you  are  graduating  now?" 

The  College:  "What  kind  of  a  man  are  we  capable  of  making 
of  you,  if  we  give  four  years  of  our  best  efforts  to  the  task?" 

The  Student:  "Is  your  student  life  organized  into  small  intimate 
groups,  where  the  older  influence  the  younger;  the  younger  look 
up  to  the  older,  and  all  help  each  other  to  a  happy  and  helpful  social 
life?  And  how  large  a  proportion  of  the  student  body  can  secure 
the  best  such  fraternity  life  has  to  offer?" 

The  College:  "What  sort  of  a  fellow  are  you?  And  have  you 
enough  geniality  and  social  training  to  make  you  a  desirable  member 
of  such  a  group?" 

These  are  a  few  of  the  questions  every  boy  or  every  parent  should 
ask  of  the  college  to  which  the  boy  thinks  of  going.  Not  by  any 
means  every  college,  if  it  honestly  answered  these  questions,  could 
prove  to  half  its  candidates  for  admission  that  it  is  the  right  college 
for  them.  Not  by  any  means  every  candidate  for  admission,  if  he 
honestly  answered  these  questions,  could  prove  his  right  to  enter  the 
college  to  which  he  applies. 

Choosing  a  college  and  admitting  a  student  are  a  serious  re- 
sponsibility, and  the  more  such  questions  as  these  are  asked  and 
answered,  the  fewer  misfits  there  will  be,  the  more  good  the  colleges 
and  their  students  will  do  for  each  other.  For,  in  the  modern  col- 
lege, with  its  liberty  hampered  by  intimate  personal  influence,  the 
students  do  almost  as  much  to  make  the  college  as  the  college  does 
to  make  the  students. 

If  the  student  would  seek  out,  or  his  parents  would  seek  out  for 
him,  the  one  college  out  of  a  dozen  carefully  considered  best  fitted 
to   develop  him,   and   the   college  would  honestly   advise  those  not  ■ 
adapted  to  profit  by  its  life  to  go  to  a  larger  or  a  smaller,  a  more 
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or  le3S  paternal,  a  more  or  less  wealthy,  a  more  or  less  socially  or- 
ganized college,  it  would  be  an  immense  gain  to  both. 

But,  like  all  ideals,  this  is  too  good,  or,  rather,  involves  too  much 
thought  and  sacrifice,  to  come  true  all  at  once.  The  suggested  ques- 
tions, however,  may  help  a  few  candidates  to  do  the  wise  and  a  few 
institutions  to  do  the  honest  thing." — Beta  Theta  Pi  for  October. 


Echoes  From  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

(Clipped  from  an  article  by  John  L.  Kind,  in  Delta  Tau  Delta  for 

November. ) 

"Have  the  students  stopped  to  think  of  the  difference  between 
'Honor'  reduced  to  a  'System,'  applying  only  to  examinations,  and 
'Honesty'  guiding  them  in  all  their  work  and  life?  They  may  adopt 
the  'Honor  System'  in  examinations  and  still  crib  their  text-books 
full  to  the  brim,  prompt  their  neighbors,  copy  daily  written  exer- 
cises, come  to  class  unprepared,  trusting  to  luck  that  they  will  not 
be  called  on  to  recite,  cut  classes  wilfully,  and  not  infringe  upon 
the  Honor  System.  The  Dean  of  the  Virginia  Law  School  has  said : 
'A  gentleman  may  not  lie,  nor  cheat,  nor  steal — but  he  may  abhor 
the  confinement  of  the  lecture  room,  .  .  .  and  be  a  gentleman 
still.  And  so  the  Honor  System  has  steadily  refused  to  relieve  the 
dean  of  his  weekly  interviews  with  gentlemen  of  leisure."  But  do 
these  'gentlemen'  practice  real  'Honor,'  real  'Honesty?'  Why  not 
base  our  lives  and  work  on  'Honesty?'  Let's  be  'honest,'  whether  we 
adopt  the  'System'  or  not,  and  then  'Honor'  will  take  care  of  itself, 
and  a  System  of  Honor  will  not  only  be  superfluous,  but,  in  reality, 
a  crude  makeshift,  far  beneath  the  plane  on  which  we  should  live. 

"Dean  Lewis,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Law  School,  has  said,  when 
asked  whether  it  was  expedient  to  adopt  the  Honor  System  in  col- 
leges where  it  is  not  in  force,  that  it  is  'like  the  question  of  the 
advisability  of  spanking  children — it  depends  upon  the  child.'  Just 
where  the  analogy  lies,  I  am  not  prepared  to  explain,  but  evidently 
Wisconsin  was  the  child  crying  for  a  spanking.  This  child,  how- 
ever, voted  not  to  be  spanked.  Now  it  is  'up  to'  the  faculty,  and 
rumors  are  afloat  that  that  body  is  considering  the  introduction  of  a 
system  of  strict  proctoring  of  examinations  in  the  near  future.  Per- 
haps the  real  spanking  is  coming  now." — Delta  Tau  Delta.

The  day  was  celebrated  at  this  place  by  a 
sham  battle,  in  which  about  one  thousand  students  of  Purdue  Uni- 
versity and  six  hundred  members  of  the  order  of  Red  Men  took  part. 
The  students  were  in  military  uniform,  and  the  Red  Men  were  in 
costume,  representing  Indians.  People  came  from  all  over  Indiana 
and  the  adjoining  States  to  witness  the  celebration,  which  was  given 
in  a  manner  extremely  true  to  life. 


GAYNOR  RAPS   SCHOOL   AS   GENERAL   FAILURES. 

New  York,  Dec.  6. — That  the  school  system  prevailing  generally 
in  the  large  cities  of  this  country  is  a  failure,  was  the  statement 
made  to-day  by  Mayor  Gaynor,  in  an  address  to  the  newly  ap- 
pointed members  of  the  board  of  education  of  New  York. 

"We  are  trying  to  teach  the  school  children  too  much,"  he  said. 
"The  result  is  we  do  not  teach  them  well.  Too  many  subjects  are 
taught  the  children.  Our  school  children  are  submerged — they  just 
about  have  their  noses  above  water  struggling  to  breathe. 
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"We  are  now  bringing  boys  and  girls  out  of  the  common  schools 
who  are  taught  so  much  and  who  think  they  know  so  much  that  they 
won't  work  any  longer  with  their  hands.  The  girls  refuse  to  do  house 
work.  There  is  a  shortage  of  workers  all  over  the  country.  We  are 
teaching  things  that  are  unnecessary  to  make  good  citizens.  We  are 
teaching  languages  in  the  schools  and  I  would  like  to  meet  one  child 
that  has  come  out  of  the  school  knowing  a  language." — Daily  News 
Note. 


NEWS  BY  WIRELESS  TO  ESCAPE  TOLLS. 

University  of  Michigan  Suggests  Co-operative  Interchange  of 

Information. 

Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  Dec.  2. — To  connect  all  the  universities  of  the 
Middle  West  by  wireless  telegraph,  and  thereby  provide  a  medium 
for  the  free  exchange  of  news  for  the  benefit  of  students'  publica- 
tions, is  the  hope  of  the  electrical  engineering  department  of  the 
University  of  Michigan. 

Few  college  papers  are  able  to  pay  for  telegraph  service  from  other 
colleges,  but  if  this  project  can  be  worked  out,  the  news  of  all  uni- 
versities will  be  at  once  available. 

By  a  system  of  relaying  messages  it  is  thought  all  the  colleges 
from  the  Atlanta  to  the  Rocky  Mountains  may  be  included  in  a 
"college  press  service." 

The  wireless  station  at  the  University  of  Michigan  is  to  be  en- 
larged so  that  messages  may  be  received  and  sent  over  long  distances. 


Charlottesville,  Va.,  Nov.  8. — By  announcing  a  resolution  of  the 
faculty  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  threatening  expulsion  from 
college  of  any  student  indulging  in  alcoholic  drinks  and  forbidding 
the  holding  of  "soirees,"  and  by  dealing  with  the  fraternity  problem, 
President  Edwin  A.  Alderman  created  a  thrill  of  excitement  that 
spread  over  the  Virginia  campus  at  the  first  "student  hour"  of  the 
year.  He  opened  the  discussion  of  drinking,  at  the  assembled  meet- 
ing of  nearly  all  of  the  Virginia  students,  by  denying  the  rumor  that 
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had  reached  his  ears  that  drinking  was  winked  at  by  the  faculty. 
He  said: 

"There  has  been  a  rule  against  drinking  at  Virginia,  but  it  fell 
into  abeyance  because  it  could  not  be  enforced. 

"Hereafter  drunkenness  is  forbidden  at  Virginia,  with  the  pun- 
ishment of  dismissal.  Disturbance  or  disordeij  will  not  be  tolerated. 
All  organized  drinking  parties,  commonly  known  as  'soirees,'  and  all 
indulgence  in  alcoholic  drinks  is  forbidden,  and  the  violation  means 
the  suspension  of  all  concerned." 

President  Alderman  said  that  the  fraternity  must  not  be  placed 
above  the  college,  but  should  serve  only  as  a  home  for  the  students. 
"All  who  oppose  fraternities  are  unwise.  Fraternities  do  twenty 
times  as  much  good  as  harm.  During  the  past  twenty-five  years  the 
fraternities  have  reached  colossal  power — great  in  physical  wealth, 
social  influence,   and  academic  achievement." — Washington  Post.
